HOG CHOLERA 


Disease Virulent in Three 


Counties Says 
Report 


Hog cholera has broken ont again 


virulently in Wisconsin, this time 
in^Rock, Green and Grant'counties 
chiefly. The disease broke out, Dr 
Purcell of the state department of 
agriculture states, 
following 
the 


purchase of feeder pigs- from spec- 
ulators in southern Wisconsin. Vet- 
erinarians of the department of ag- 
riculture state 
that the disease 


seems to havo arppeare<l first in pigs 
brought down from the pig mar- 
kets at Apploton, Watertown, Ced- 
ar Grove, Saukville, Kewascum, and 
other Wisconsin pig markets. 


Efforts are being made to check 


the losses in infected herds, and to 
protect healthy herds, but the de- 
partment of 
veterinarians state 


that the condition is serious and 
•will-become more serious unless the 
active cooperation of farmers' and 
breeders is secured. 


"We can not cure hog cholera," 


said Dr.. Purcell. "When the dis- 
ease appears in a herd the loss is 
usually very heavy, but we can pre- 
vent it by proper vaccination when 
the animals are in good health, and 
this vaccination should be a. yearly 
practice on every 
farm. 
Newly 


purchased stock, or stock borrowed, 
or loaned for breeding purposes,'or 
stock exhibited at fairs should be 
dipped and placed m isolated pens 
for at least 15 days before being 
turned in the herd. For the infor-

TWO RECORDS 


rpHE CAPITAL TIMES yesterday .published Mr. Lenroot's 
1 
VOTE on nineteen important roll calls during his brief serv- 


ice in the United States Senate. 


This record showed that Mr. Lenroot has negatived the vote 


of Senator La Follette on every one of these measures, that he 
voted for the Wadsworth Army BiflV providing for automatic 
conscription, for the Esch-Oommins Railroad Law, against two 
La Follette measures checking the ofl monopolies, and against 
all of the La Follette reservations to the League Covenant, 
which reservations abolished conscription, limited armaments, 
prohibited forcible annexations, gave people a referendum on 
war, and insured the -right of self-determination to Ireland, In- 
dia. and other subject peoples. 


Another record is being distributed in Madison and other 


sections of the state. It is prep.ared in "behalf of the candidacy 
cf Irvine L. Lenroot for United States Senator." 


This record is not a record of VOTES but a series of com 


plimentary "interpretations" of Mr. Lenroot's POSITION on the 
peace treaty, taxation, conservation, coal and oil leasing bills, 
.•ompulsory military training, railroad legislation, and similar

RAILROAD DEFICITS 


D 


URING the time that the railroads were under government 
control there was a deficit of about $900,000,000 for the 


twenty-six months,—and that included the period of. the war. 


The following is an interesting statement from Labor, the 


paper of the railroad brotherhoods: 
' 


"On September 1 the government will cease to meet the 


deficits of the railroads through direct payments from- the public 
treasury. Thereafter the deficits will be met through a tax 
levied on every one who uses the railroads. This will take the 
form of increased freight and passenger 
rates.' 
"

S500;000,000 and $600,000,000 for the period^betweerf March 1, 
1920 when the roads went back to private, ownership, and Sep- 
'tem'ber 1,1920. At that rate the total deficit for the first y«ar 
of private ownership will be somewhere between $1,000,000,000 
and, $1,200,000,000.
